The directors of the Boston and Mon- 
tana Copper company declared a quar- 
terly diyidend of $6 in place of a for- 
mer dividend of $12. The failure of 
Haller, Soehle & Co.. prominent bank- 
ers of Hamburg, Germany, with lia- 
bilities that may reach $7,500.000, was 
announced. The State Savings bank 
of Butte, Mont., of which the Heinzes 
are the principal 
stockholders, sus- 


pended. As a result of these sensa- 
;ions the stock market was halting and 
irregular, but there was an apparent 
feeling that the break of the attempt- 
ed 
corner in United 
Copper had 


cleared the atmosphere somewhat, 
and the market rallied before

close. 


The suspension of Otto Heinze & 


Co., 
of which firm Max M. Schultze is 


the stock 
exchange member, was 


based on a complaint to the exchange 
made by Gross & Kleeberg, the stock 
exchange firm which failed "Wednes- 
day. In a communication to the pres- 
ident of the stock exchange this firm 
charged Otto Heinze & Co. with re- 
fusing to accept 3,202 shares of United 
Copper, said to have been bought on 
the order of the Heinze firm. This ac- 
tion, Gross & Kleeberg state, was re- 
sponsible for their failure. Attorneys 
for this firm state that the amount 
owing to the firm by the Heinze firm 
aggregates $600.000. The Heinze firm 
announced that it i3 perfectly solvent 
and that all its legal obligations will 
be met. 


Heavy Failure in Germany. 


Hamburg, Oct. IS.—The old private 


banking firm of Haller, Soehle & Co. 
has failed. The liabilities of the firm 
are variously stated, and may reach 
S7.-"iOO.OOO. This will make the crash 
of this fiun the biggest bank failure 
in Germany since the famous break- 
down of the Leipziger bank in June, 
1901. The assets of the firm have not 
yet been ascertained, but in banking 
cirrles the capital of the partners is 
declared to b° S2 ^0,000. Nearly all 
the joint stock ami private banks in 
Hamburg are affected in varying de- 
grpe.= by this failuie. but a number of 
them say their claims are adequately 
secured. Thp difficulties of the firm 
arose chiefly from its connection with 
a mining company at Teplitz. Bohe-
